HEALTH 
PROGRAM 


The most precious possession 
of any individual is his health. 
Similarly the most valuable re- 
sources of any country is the 
heaith of its people. Alberta's 
Department of Public Health 
exists to safeguard this re- 
Ource by seeking to prevent 
disease, or when it strikes, to 
assist in the recovery of the 
individual. 

The Province of Alberta has 
attuined a favorable financial 
position, the advantages of 
Which are being shared by all. 
As a result, government serv- 
ices are being offered on a 
scale that Was financially im- 
possible a few years ago. This 
is particularly true in regard to 
public health services. 

Ten years ago the Govern- 
ment of Alberta spent $3,285,- 
00 on public health. During 
1954-55 the overall expendi- 
tire increased to $24,482,000. 
of which $2.760,000 will be re- 
funded from the federal treas- 
ury. During the past 10 years, 
public health services have cost 
the Government of Alberta 
more than $92,000,000. 

What do we get for all this 
money? 

The expenditures Which have 
been made by the Departunent 
of Health have undoubtedly 
brought better health to the 
people. They have. moreover, 
helped relieve the financial 
burden of those Who have been 
Victims of disease. The cost of 


health services igs heavy, But 
the value of better health can- 
not be calculated in monetary 
terms, 

The department provides the 
people of Alberta with a well- 
rounded health program. It 
begins with pre-natal and post- 
natal care, well-baby clinics 
and school health supervision 
conducted by trained personnel 
in the health units and the 
municipal nursing districts. It ¢ 
stresses prevention through in- § 
tensive immunization cam- 
paigns, and carries on with the 
most effective known measures 
for the control of communic- 
able diseases. It provides for 
free diagnosis and treatment 
Services foy the most serious 
causes of ill-health and con- 
tinues through to hospital, 
medical, surgical and dental 
care for pensioners and their 
dependents. It is designed to 
give help where help is needed 


most and in short, to promote 
better health for the people. 

Public health services in- 
clude a hospitalization program 
available to 96 per cent of Al- 
berta’s population with stand- 
ard ward care ‘when it is 
needed) at a direct cost to the 
individual of $1 a day. Hospital 
“extras” are available similarly 
for an additional dollar per 
day. Maternity hospitalization 
up to 12 days of standard pub- 
lic ward care is provided at 
government expense to all 
mothers who are residents of 
Alberta. Complete hospital 
and medical services are tiven 
those receiving various ,en- 
sions and allowances. The 
province has assumed the cost 
of caring for those suffering 
from tuberculosis, cancer, ¢x- 
cept hospitalization, poliomy- 
clitis, cerebral palsy and ‘ex- 
cepting chronic cases) rheu- 
matoid arthritis.
